"Germany and the World ~ 


There in happily a growing ap- 
preciation of the fact that the mis- 
fortunes of Germany are every- 
body's business. This understand- 
ing presumably will temper the 
objections to Germany's declara- 
tion that reparations simply cannot 
continue, ‘The world indeed has 
had an object lesson as to how diffi- 
culties in one country produce 
diMicilties in other countries. The 
present troubles have existed in a 
latent form for along time, but the 
actual shock which shook several 
European countries, was provoked 
by the failure of an Austrian bank. 
Credit everywhere suffered. The 
weakness of central Europe was 
glaringly revealed. The fragility 
of the German structure, dependent 
on foreign cspital, became ap- 
parent. The lending countries 
were alarmed at the plight of the 
borrowing countrivs. Currencics 
which were regarded as solid wero 
crowded off the gold standard. 
Turiffe were resorted to, aggravat- 
ing the shrinknge of exports and 
iraperte. Ft has become hackneyed 
to say that the erisis is world wide. 
It could not be otherwise. Those 
nations which, for special reasons, 
belleved they were immune, have 
discovered thut they, too are in- 
volved. Now the heart of the 
economic dislocation is in Germany. 
It is sometimes argued that if Ger- 
many ia in distress, it 1s her own 
fault. Has it not deliberately  de- 
cided to crente confusion—to fulfill 
the role of Samson and accomplish 
its own ruin by pulling down the’ 
pillars of civilization? Such a 
view ja unjustified. It woujd be 
ensy to show that Germany has not 
alwaya done ‘all that might have 
heen done—has been extravagant in 
ecénomics and provocative in 
politics. But it has suffored far 
more than any other western 
nation. WH was defented in’ the 
‘war, was left without foodstults 
for many’ months, underwent a ree 
volution, saw ita supply of capital 
obliterated, and always, hanging 
ver it, was a hopeless roparations’ 
debt, though it had not even the 
resources Auficient for the financ- 
ing of its own Industries. There 
was unemployment on a vast scale, 
and the general misory caused the 
German people to lend a ready car 
to those “who placed the respon- 
sibility on foreign countries and 
urged a revolt againat the imposed 
conditions. It 1s ikewlse argued

Wall Street little dreamed how 
true that legend was, But it re- 
mained complacently satisfied. As 
long as Kreuger, companies  con- 
tinued to show big profits and to 
pay fat dividends which invited ad- 
ditional investments, what did it 
matter how those profits were 
made? 

Besides, everyone knew that 
Kreuger was the financial mentor 
of kings and presidents a mant- 
pulator of millions, a saviour of 
gmail countries verging on bank- 
ruptey, an industrialist whose or- 
wanizations and influence were felt 
throughout the ¢ivilized ‘world, a 
money-lender whose deals were 59 
vast thal they sone might account 
fur the gama credited the various 
mutch companics, - : 

Altogether such a romantic and 
fabulous figure was Kreuger that 
the ordinary rules and precautions 
of hard-hended — business scarcely 
could be applied to him. 

And that {s precisely the reason 
why to-day, stunned investors arc 
reulizing .that they have been 
somethingr like one 
billion dollars. The Swedish Titan 
had been granted liberties that 
never would have been accorded a 
lesa charming, though more honest, 
mun. , . 

Now that Kreuger, is dead, in- 
vestigators tracing the tangled web 
of his affairs are piecing together, 
bit by bit, the true story of how 
he actually operated, 


Lender to Nations. 


Vor instance, it long has been 
known that Kreuger becamo an in- 
ternational money-lender because, 
with his Swedish match monopoly 
backing him, he could obtain 
money from America on lower 
terms of interest than most Eure- 
pean nations could borrow it di- 
rectly, So Kreuger borrowed moncy 
here, ve-lent it at a higher rate, 
pocketed the additional interest and 
received, in return for the risk he 
thus ussunied, matech-selling  con- 
ceasions from the debtor nations. 

What has not been known, how- 
ever, is the fact that some of theac 
concessions were not very valuable, 
but that Kreuger made them ap- 
pear Ko by altering his financial « 
statements. Thug he could hold 
them up as assets on which to 
borrow more money and nell new 
securities. ‘ : , 

Take, for example, the earliest 
ense $0 far discovered of his fraud- 
ulent taetics—a monopoly’ contract, 
partlally falsified, 
1925, The Dutch Garanta Com- 
pany, a ‘Kreuger subsidiary, was 
assiqned the control Sof ma’ 
sales, and its balance sheets that .

Falsity and Bribery.

Do not 
look at them as if they were there 
juat to amuse you. ‘They are not. 
They are playing a difficult game 
as well as they can; fo the first 
thing to do is to understand the 
game: 

In most county matches to-day 
the degree of skill on elther side 
ig very even. 

The game therefore is primarily 
a battle of wits. The bowler tries 
to find the batsman's weal points, 
and the batsman tries to hide the 
fact that he has any, either by 
defence or by knocking the bowler 
off his length.

The last mediaeval 
left in London is safe for 
years now, after strange 
tudes. 

The timbered Tudor building 
which rests on the Early English 
archway teading to the Priory of 
St. Bartholomew — the Great in 
Smithfield was hidden from view 
until 1915. In that year a bomb 
from a Zeppelin dislodged its cas- 
ing of Nineteenth Century bricks, 
nnd the picturesque building: was 
revealed unspoiled. 

In July, 1980, however, a notice 
of “Dangerous Structure” was 
served’ on the Rector, and it was 
found on closer investipzation that 
every beam awas unsound and that 
the whole building was resting on 
nothing: at all, but was held in posj- 
tion by the houses on cach side. 

Now as the result of an appeal 
the building has been completely 
restored, a new staircase has been 
added, which harmoniaes singulure

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FRENCH FEARS 
DISARMAMENT 


M. BONCOUR’S CHANGE 
OF VIEW 


2 Paris, May 18. 

Considerable interest’ is being, 
taken in thé recent declaration of 
M.° Paul Boneour permanent 
French delegate to the League of 
Nationa, who, in a speech at 
Dijon, apparently in contradiction 
to the thesis hitherto upheld by M.

satisfactory in character that there

point as is likely to smooth the way 
for u final wiping out of war debts 
and reparations. If this is accom- 
plished, then we may be on the' eve 
of a new era in international affairs 
which will go far towards lifting 
the clouds of world depression. 

It has been sald that Lausanne 
offers the last opportunity of res- 
cuing Germany from perdition. 
That may he over-stating the case, 
since the same thing has been sald, 
and falsified, of a dozen conferences 
in the past ten years. But it can- 
not be denied that ‘the situation 
has become progressively worse, 
and there is thus an obvious danger 
in delaying a final, adjustment. 
Germany appears to be at the end 
of her tether. She saya, Without 
any pretence whatever, that she 
cannot pay more. France, or a 
part of France, has not hitherto 
believed in the genuineness of 
German bankruptcy. As for M. 
Herriot, he declared so little time 
ago that he approved of generosity 
towards Germany, but. not of 
stupidity. But the point does arise 
whether anything short of unquali- 
fied generosity is not only another 
name for stupidity. All the 
elaborate plang, with. their cone 
cessions and sealings-down, that 
have been imposed on Germany 
have proved useless, and now, after 
thirteen years, not merely the 
victims, but the victors, are curs- 
ing tho Treaty of Versailles -and 
the crop of mischicf that it has 
produced,’ Germany, — poverty- 
stricken and torn with internal 
dissenalons, {8 tottering. Other 
States that emerged from the 
wWwreckuge of the war are exhibiting 
empty pockets and clamouring for 
holp. .

Germany and the World ~ 


There is happily a growing ap- 
precintion of the fact that the mis- 
fortunes Of Germany are every- 
body's business. This understand- 
ing presumably will temper the 
objections to Germany's declara- 
tion that reparations simply cannot 
continue, The world indeed has 
had an object lesson ag to how diffi- 
culties in one country produce 
difficulties in other countries. The 
present troubles have existed in a 
latent form for's long time, but the 
actual shock which’ shook several 
European countries, was provoked 
by the failure of an Austrian bank. 
Credit everywhere suffered. The 
weakness of central Europe was 
glaringly revealed. The fragility 
af the German structure, dependent 
on foreign capital, beenme ap- 
parent. The lending countries 
were alarmed at the plight of the 
borrowing countries. Currencies 
which were regarded as solid were 
crowded off the gold standard. 
Tariffs were resorted to, agyravat- 
ing the shrinkage of exports and 
imperts, It has become hackacyed 
to say that the crisis is world wide. 
It could not be otherwise. Those 
nations which, for special reasons, 
believed they were immune have 
discovered that they, too are in- 
volved. Now the heart of | tho 
economic dislocation is in Germany. 
It is sometimes argued that if Ger- 
many is in distress, it is her own 
fault. Has it not deliberately  de- 
cided to create confusion—to fulfill 
the role of Sumson and accomplish 
its own ruin by pulling down the 
pillars of civilization? Such a 
view is unjustified. It would be 
casy\te show that Germany has not 
always done all that might have 
been done—has heen extravagant in 
economics and provocative 
politics, “But it has suffered far 
more than any other - western 
nation. It was defented in the 
war, was left without foodatulls 
for many months, underwent a re- 
volution, saw its supply of capital 
obliterated, and always, hanging 
over it, wag a hopeless reparations 
debt, though it had not even tho 
resources sufficient for the financ- 
ing of its own industries. There 
wags unemployment on a vast scale, 
and the gencral miscry caused the 
German people to lend a ready ear 
to those who placed the respon- 
sibility on foreign countries and 
urged n revolt against the impoacd 
conditions. It is likewise argued 
that reparations, after all, con- 
atitute a relatively small percentage 
of Germany's budgetary expendl-

© Considerable interest is being 
taken in the recent declaration of 
M, Paul Boncour, — permanent

The 
ueience is still there—the general 
level of firat-clasa cricket is prob- 
ably higher to-day than it ever 
was—but the old apirit of playing 
to win has returned. 

Cricket is good to watch now, 
You could not pick a really dull 
ame from ony that have been 
played this: year. What I am 
humbly suggesting is that if there 
is anything wrong. with cricket 
(and pate receipts suggest that 
there is) the fault. to-day lies as 
much with the public as with the 
players. 

Having been bored in the past, 
the apectator is now saying that 
unless he gets fireworks he will 
not watch cricket. 


DUELS OF WITS. 


_Now that attitude iy unintel- 
ligent. If you want pure thrills, 
do not go to a erickat match, 
You may see a stipply — wristed 
batsman hitting oa whirlwind 
bowler all, over the ground, but the 
chances are.you will not. | What 
you can and will see is a long duel 
of wits and skill with some very 
exciting moments. : 

To enjoy ertcket you must not 
juat watch, but watch intelligent- 
ly—and the best way of doing that 
fa to put yourself in the place of 
the players themselves, Do _ not 
look at them as if they were thero 
just to amuse you. They are not. 
They are playing a difficult game 
as well as they can; 80 the first 
thing to do is to understand the 
game. 

In most county matches’ to-day 
the degree of skill on cither side 
is very even, 

The game therefore ig primarily 
a battle of wits., The bowler tries 
to find the batsman’s weak points, 
and the batsman tries to hide the 
Taet that he has any, either by 
defence or by knocking the howler 
off his length. 


ACCURACY NECESSARY. 


This sounds very simple. 
tually it is very exciting and 
needs great accuracy on both 
aides, If the spectator can un- 
derstand even a little of what is 
going on, though not a run be 
Reored nor n wicket taken, he en- 
joys the game hugely.

WHAT ZEPPELIN: BOMB 
REVEALED 


The last mediaeval gatehouse 
left in London is safe for many 
years now, after strange vicissi- 
tudes. : 

The timbered Tudor building 
which rests on the Early English 
archway leading to the Priory of 
St. Bartholomew the Great in 
Smithfield was hidden from view 
until 1915. In that year a bomb 
from a Zeppelin dislodyed its cns- 
ing of Ninetcenth Century bricks, 
and the picturesque building was 
reveuled unspoiled. 

In July, 1980, however, a notice 
of -“Dangerous Structure”) was 
served on the Rector, and it was’ 
found on closer investigation that 
every beam was unsound and that 
the whole building was resting on 
nothing at all, but was held in posi- 
tion bythe houses on cach side. 

Now ag the result of an appeal 
the building has been completely 
restored, a new stalrease has been 
added, which harmonises singplar- 
ly well with the main structure, 
and the building is now being fur- 
nished for the Rector,
